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K TERRIFIC DOWNFALL OF RAIN. 



.y BaUdlngs I'nroofcd a. id Otherwise 
Dana|«l by Winds — Several Lives Lost 
and a Number of People Injured, Some 
Fatally — Telephone, Telegraph and 
Electrie tight System* Almost Totally 
Demoralized. 

' Chicago, June 14. — A small sized 
tornado raged in thiR city between 3 and 
4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. The rain- 
fall was terrific, the flood of water in 
many places being so dense that it was 
impossible to see buildings across the 
width of a street. The full force of the 
wind struck the southwest corner of the 
Home insurance building occupied by 
the Union National bank and blew in 
three large plate glass windows. So 
terrific was the shock that the plates were 
carried bodily into the bank, hurled 
half way across the counting room and 
shattered into fragments upon the desks 
and fixtures. 

J. J. P. O'Dell, president of the bank, 
was struck on the thigh by a fragment 
of glass and severely cut. He was taken 
home in a carriage and it will be a week 
or two at least before he will have re- 
covered from his wounds. The other 
occupants of the bank escaped unhurt. 
Several small plate glass windows in 
other parts of the building were de- 
molished, and many of the young 
women employed in the office fainted. 

The great canvas canopy over the 
Wigwam, in which will be held the na- 
tional Democratic convention next week, 
was torn to tatters and so utterly ruined 
that the contractors determined to have 
done with it and use instead a timber 
roof. A number of columns will be 
erected to support the roof. It is feared 
that this arrangement will impair the 
accoustics of the amphitheater, but there 
is no way to avoid it. Work was begun 
last night on the roof and the contract- 
ers declare the Wigwam will be ready 
for the convention at the stipulated 
time. Seventy-five men were at work 
in the building when the storm came 
up, but none of them were injured. 

The telephone, telegraph and electric 
light systems were almost totally de- 
moralized. Poles and wires were torn 
down and general havoc was caused. 
The poles fell across the South Side 
cable tracks, and together with other 
debris, blocked the passage of the cable 
trains for over an hour. Many houses 
were unroofed and otherwise damaged 

The Rentz & Stanley circus tent and 
poles at the corner of Twenty-eighth 
Btreet and Wentworth avenue were 
razed to the ground and the performers 
compelled to seek shelter in neighboring 
houses. Several of the horses made 
their escape during the storm and have 
not yet been found. A number of small 
children were in the tent and became 
panic-stricken, but the attac hes of the 
show succeeded in getting them out in 
safety. 

A one-story brick cottage at 1886 
Whipple street was totally destroyed by 
the storm, and its three inmates, Mrs. 
Frank Klima and her two children, 
buried beneath the ruins. The cottage 
stood directly in the path of the storm 
and hardly one brick was left upon the 
other. When the storm came up Mrs 
Klima became frightened and made 
preparations to start for a place of 
safety. Before the three got out the 
building collapsed, and a heavy timber 
fell upon Mrs. Klinia's two-year-old 
child, Anna, and killed her instantly 
Mrs. Klima and Emma, four years old, 
were injured, but not seriously. 

A portion of a brick building being 
erected at 509 Oakley avenue blew 
down, burying Gustavo Zaring, a car 
penter. Zaring's skull was fractured 
and several bones broken. It is thought 
that he will die from his injuries. 

Armour's elevator !'D" on Morgan 
street was struck by lightning and a 
portion of it destroyed. In the ruins 
was found the body of Charles J. Rob- 
erts, a fireman, who had been at work in 
the boiler room, crushed under a heavy 
iron door. 

William Lossea, of 638 South Oakley 
Avenue, was struck on the head by 
bricks from a falling chimney and his 
skull fractured. He will probably die. 

John Lial, a slate roofer, working on 
the roof of a Douglass Park greenhouse, 
was blown to the ground and so serious- 
ly injured that he will die. 

John Michon, a lumber shover work- 
ing in Hines Brothers' lumber yard, was 
struck by flying boards and fatally in- 
jured. 

Twenty minutes before the storm 
broke forth a boat with three men in it 
was noticed on an almost even line with 
the south pier, about Ave miles out in 
the lake. After the storm had passed 
the lake was swept to the horizon with 
long distance glasses, but no trace of the 
eraft could be seen. A steam launch 
afterwards found the boat capsized and 
the three men missing. Without doubt 
the three men lost their lives.

class jubilee. 

The storm which did so much damage 
to the property in the city broke forth 
shortly after the excursion party ha<l 
left, and the capsizing of the boat is 
counted among the possibilities by tht 
friends and relatives of those on board. 
Up to the present time no word fruai 
Uir boat, has been received. Anxious 
brothers spent the night m 
and telegraphing to various 
points endeavoring to get word from tne, 
picnicker*. The last train into Evans- 
ton from Highland park brought no 
ridings. 

A Secoad Storm Passes Over the City. 

Chicago, June 14. — A second storm 
iwept over the city at 10 o'clock last 
night. It lasted for three-quarters of 
an hour, but the damage done to proper- 
ty was not so great as that of the atter- 
noon. No fatalities were reported.

Philadelphia, June 14.— Two hun- 
dred of the delegates to the fortieth an- 
nual convention of the International 
Typographical union assembled in the 
auditorium of the Drexel institute at 
Thirty-second and Chestnut streets, yes- 
terday. The proceedings were opened 
by Chairman John M. Driver, of the 
local reception committee, introducing 
Rev. Dr. Watkins, who offered prayer 
for the prosperity of the organization 
and the delegates. 

Major Moses Veale welcomed the 200 
delegates on behalf of Governor Pattison 
in a neat address. In the course, of his 
address, he spoke of the philanthropist, 
Mr. George W. Childs. At the mention 
of Mr. Childs name, the delegates broke 
into a loud and long continued applause, 
which was repeated whenever the great 
benefactor and patron of the printers' 
craft was referred to. A more subdued, 
but equally heartfelt, expression of their 
regard was also accorded Anthony J. 
Drexel. 

At the conclusion of Major Veale's ad- 
dress, Mayor Stuart was introduced and 
extended to the delegutes the greeting of 
the Quaker City.

Chattanooga, June 14. — Frank 
Weems, the negro rapist, was brought 
back to Chattanooga yesterday for trial 
Sixty deputies and forty policemen, 
heavily armed, met the train, and tho 
line of march was crowded with inter- 
ested and excited spectators. At the 
court house there was a large crowd but 
no disorder occurred. 

When his case was called Weems 
pleaded guilty to attempted rape and 
the judge sentenced him to twenty 
years in the penitentiary. The trial oc- 
cupied only ten minutes. Weems was 
taken to the penitentiary at 1 :45 p. m. 

Fell Flfteeu Hundred Feet. 

Baltimohe. June 14.— Charles Waite, 
an aeronaut, who gave a balloon ex- 
hibition at Tokhester beach, an excur- 
sion resort on the Chesaiieake bay, Sun- 
day, received injuries which are likely 
to prove fatal. When 1,500 feet above 
the ground he cut loose with a para- 
chute, the ropes of which became 
tangled, preventing its opening properly. 
Waite came down like a flash, making 
frantic efforts to disentangle the ropes.

VERY HEAVY LOSS OF LIFE. 



Churches Destroyed by Thunderbolts, 
lu One Edifice Ten Persons Are Killed 
by a Stroke of Lightning— The Horrnri 
.of a Panic Follow— Big Fire in Liver- 
pool—Other Foreign News. 

Madrid. June 14.— Terrific thunder- 
storms prevailed in various parti of 
Spain Sunday and great loss of life and 
injury by lightning is reported. Tht 
electricity seemed to pick out the 
churches as the objects on which to 
show its power, and unfortunately it did 
so while the services were in progress. 

At Melias, in the province of Orense, 
the parish church was crowded with 
worshipers attending mass when the 
storm burst. Though the peals of 
thunder were very loud and the flashes 
of lightning extremely vivid, not much 
attention was paid to the storm at first. 

Suddenly a most terrific crash of thun- 
der followed almost immediately by a 
flash of lightning that was blinding in 
its intensity and caused the worshipers 
to spring to their feet in fear. Women 
shrieked in terror; little children clutch- 
ed their parents in agony of terror. 

For two or three seconds after the 
flash it was impossible to see anything, 
the transition from sudden brightness to 
extreme darkness rendering the people 
practically blind. The utmost confusion 
prevailed. Finally when order was re- 
stored the congregation were horrified 
to find that ten of their number had 
been struck by the lightning and in- 
stantly killed, and that twenty-eight 
others had been seriously injured. 

When this became generally known 
the people were panic-stricken and 
rushed from the church in the pelting 
storm. Many of them, men, women 
and children, sought refuge in the open 
spaces in the vicinity of the church, 
fearing to enter a house, and there they 
remained drenched to the skin Until the 
storm passed over. 

An almost similar scene occurred at 
Mucientes, in the province of Valladolid. 
The church in that village was also 
struck by lightning. Five of the wor- 
shipers were killed and ten injured. 

At Burgos, capital of the province of 
'that name, considerable damage was 
done to the famous cathedral by light- 
ning. Burgos cathedral is one of the 
oldest, buildings in Spain, being found- 
ed in 1221 and finished in 1567. The 
lightning displaced a portion of one of 
the walls and did other damage. 
Nol)ody in the cathedral was hurt. 

HORRIBLE STATEMENT. 

A Bohemian Miner Confesses to Firing 

the fnHuai Mine. 

Vienna, June 14.— A miner named 
Havelka, hat, confessed that he caused 
the fire in the Przi brain mines. His two 
brothers were among the dead. He says 
that he intended to keep his secret, but 
his resolution began to fail him after he 
saw the scores of bodies brought up. 
He ran away to the hills to keep his 
asstx'iates from reminding him of the 
accident. He got a place in a factory in 
Baran eventually, but after remaining 
there two da vs was unable to keep his 
attention to work longer and started out 
again on his wanderings. He could not 
sleep and be could not lieg enough food 
to satisfy hii hunger. He feared that 
he would go crazy if he did not relieve 
his mind. He therefore went to a prie>t 
in Milan, two days ago and coufessi d 
what he had done. The priest told hint 
he must return at once to Przibram, and 
tell his story. He is under arrest. 

The police think that Havelka is on 
the verge of insanity, if not already in- 
sane, and will have him examined by 
exiierts. The miner's story of the firing 
of the mine is incoherent. He at first 
said that during the change of shifts he 
poured petroleum on the woodwork and 
subsequently set fire to it. He then was 
appalled by what he had done and tried 
to extinguish the fire, but it was too 
late and so he ran for his life. After- 
ward Havelka corrected this version of 
the affair so to give the idea that he 
accidentally dropped a match in a pile 
of refuse, and when he could not extin- 
guish the flames, fled lest he should Vie 
apprehended in the vicinity and accused 
of incendiarism. 

His first story is believed to be the cor- 
rect one. He has been unruly ever since 
he was engaged to work in the mine 
three years ago. He had several fights 
with liis superiors and two weeks before 
the fire, was threatened with discharge 
in case he did not reform. He former'y 
was a member of an anarchist society 
m Prague, and left the city because the 
police wanted him that he was under 
surveillance and would be arrested un- 
less he stopped his lurid speech making. 

FIRE IN LIVERPOOL. 

A Number of Large Warehouses Hurned 
and Several People Injured. 

Liverpool, June 14.— Fire broke ort 
yesterday evening near the Waterloo de- 
pot. Before the fire department arrived 
the warehouses was a mass of flames, 
and two adjoining warehouses had taken 
fire?' All efforts to stop the progress of 
the flames were fruitless, and an hour 
after the first alarm was given the 
whole block, including five cotton ware- 
houses was burning. 

The heat was so intense that the fire- 
men could not work in the streets imme- 
diately bounding the block, and the hose 
had to be laid and used exclusively in 
the side streets. The whole fire depart- 
ment of the city was called out. At 7 
o'clock it was thought that the fire was 
subsiding, but half an hour later another 
large warehouse caught fire and a strong 
wind carried the brands to the roof of 
still another in the middle of another 
block. Both were destroyed. 
Several arsons are reported to, have 



been injured, but so Tar as Known, 
nobody lias been killed. Most of the 
employes had left for the day when the 
fire broke out. and the men in all except 
the building first burned, received 
ample warning. 

Food for Bears. 

St. Petersburg June 14.— While the 
peasants are starving with hunger, 
bears are drivwi by hunger to feed on 
peasants. A bear attacked a peasant 
Hear Peterhof, and devoured him. all 
except the bones. The animal, not satis- 
fied with the meal, the peasant himself 
not having had a square meal for some 
time previously, prowled around for 
other victims. LVars have been seen 
nearer St, Petersburg than for several 
years past, and seem to be ravenous with 

hangar.

Pa. The house then adjourned. 

The senate transacted no business.

TRAIN R OBBERS FOILED. 

The Company is Informed and They Fall 
to Secure ai80,000. 

Connellsville, Pa., June 14.— An at- 
tempt was to be made Sunday night to 
hold up the New York and Philadelphia 
express on the Baltimore and Ohio, be- 
tween Layton station and Connellsville. 
The train leaves Pittsburg at 9:20 p. m. 
The plans of the train robbers were to 
board the train, rob the mail and ex- 
press. The train carried $1 8<J.00O. 

The railroad officials in some way got 
word that the attempted rubbery was to 
be made. A telegram was sent to Robert 
Sheppard, the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
way detective here. He went to Union- 
town, and from there a special train 
took Sheppard, Sheriff McCormick and 
a posse to Layton's station. There they 
boarded the express and rode through 
to Cumberland. 

Had not. the robbers gained informa- 
tion that the officials were on the look- 
out, it is likely that a big haul would 
have been made. The railroad people 
admit that they expected the robbery, 
but refuse any information. 

Well That Supplies Lemonade. 

Jefkersonville, Ind., June 14.— Ren- 
qen Green,. of Can - township, has a well 
on hii premises which, during the months 
of May, June and July supplies the 
family and surrounding neighbors with 
water that savors strongly of lemonade, 
During the r enaming months the water 
returns to its natural taste. Green says 
that some people look upon his discovery 
as a talry talo, but it is neverthe- 
less true. 

Mrs. Harrison's Condition. 

Washington, June 14.— The condi- 
tion of Mrs. Harrison continues abo'it 
the same. She holds up remarkably 
well under the fatiguing effects of the 
extremely warm weather. Mrs. Harri- 
son will leave Washington some time 
in July for the Adirondaeks, but the 
time of her departure can not be 
definitely stated. 

Train Thrown Into a Hiver. 

Builder, Colo., June ' 14.— The nar- 
row gauge passenger train, which runs 
on the Sunsei branch OX the Union Pa- 
cific railroad, turned over about one 
mile east of Sunset yesterday and en- 
gine, baggage car and coach are bottom 
side up in the river. No one was seri- 
ously hurt, though several passengers 
were badly bruised. 

A Mother's Love. 

Richmond, Ind., June 14.— Mrs. Crock- 
ett, mother of Lemuel Crockett, who 
was sentenced to ten years' imprison- 
ment for shooting City Marshal Drischel. 
is circulating a petition asking Jud d 
Comstock to grant a new trial. So far 
it has been signed by but few. 

Dairy Works Burnett. 

Cleveland, June 14.— Fire cleaned 
out the Union dairy works, on Joseph 
street, at 2 o'clock yesterday morning. 
The works are employed in the manfact- 
ure of oleomargarine and contained a 
considerable quantity of the manufact- 
ured article. The total loss is about 
$10,000, $3,000 of which is on stock. The 
building was insured for $3,000 and the 
contents were fully covered by insur- 
ance. 

IKIIled with a Ball Bat. 

New Concord, O., June 14.— While 
the Peter's Creek and Bloomfleld clubs 
were playing a match game of ball at 
Sago Saturday evening, Charles Rankin, 
of the Peter's Creek nine, let his bat fly. 
It struck William McCoy, a young 
farmer of Bkoomfield, injuring him so 
that he died in a few hours. He was a 
spectator at the

The Smallest Baby. 

Vandalia, Ills., June 14.— There was 
born to Mr. and Mrs. John Cantel, ol 
Wilberton township, this county, last 
week, a girl baby weighing one and one- 
half pounds. The child is perfectly 
healthy, and is probably the 
child ever bom in Illinois. 



Three Others Horribly Mangled, Two ol 
Them pying Shortly Afterwards and 
the Other One Can Not Recover — The 
Bodies of the Victims Blown Into 
Fragments by the Terrific Shock. 

San FbaVCISOO, June I I.— The resi- 
dents of VaUejo were startled yesterday 
forenoon at 11:30 o'clock, by a report 
which shook the town like a sliarp 
shock of earthquake, and immediately 
the fire liells at the navy yards were 
rung and the conclusion reached was 
that there \v;is a fire on Mare island. 
But down at the magazine, there 
belched forth into the sky an immense 
cloud of smoke, and for half an hour, 
reiMirt after report was heard as the 
shells exploded. 

Immediately the entire navy yard 
force rushed for the magazine and a 
horrible scene presented itself. The 
burned and charred bodies of two ap- 
prentice seamen were found on the 
beach, 200 yards from the scene of the 
explosion. In the midst of the ruins 
and all around on the side hills were 
found bodies and pieces of bodies scat- 
tered here and there. The bodies were 
taken out as fast as possible, and when 
all were put along side of each other 
they counted twelve, with Gunner Hitt- 
inger, of the Boston, at the head. Some 
were cut in two, others were minus a 
leg or head. 

Twelve were killed outright and three 
were taken to the hospital wounded, 
but dying. Two of the three latter 
were apprentices and were picked up on 
the beach. The explosion had thrown 
them into the bay and a boat from a 
merchantman, opposite, rescued them 
and then went to the smoke and ruins 
for others. The cuticle of almost the 
entire bodies of these two, as well as 
their clothes, were blown off, and yet 
they were conscious and able to move, 
but they can not recover. 

A working party of fifteen men from 
the United States steamer Boston was 
preparing ammunition and filling shells 
for the ship. All were at work in the 
filling room of the magazine, under the 
charge of Gunner Hittinger. It is sup- 
posed that one of the party dropped a 
shell and that the concussion caused an 
explosion. 

One of the first to go to the scene was 
Dr. Lewis, of the naval hospital. Not- 
withstanding now and then an explosion 
of a shell, he braved the danger and 
went into the midst of it to save life, if 
possible, but the explosion had finished 
its work. 

The following are the names of the 
killed: George Hittinger. Thomas Sey- 
mour, Colonel Bnndberg, William 
Heckel. A. Kelbett, C. W. Smith, Will- 
Lam Washburn, F. Logat. William Os- 
trander, William Rush, J. Johnson and 

H. Joos. 

There weie three magazine watchmen, 
named Collins. Bums and Damstedt, on 
duty in other parts of the grounds, al- 
though severely injured they will live. 
Watchman Collins had a narrow escape. 
A piece of shell glanced from the top of 
his head and left an ugly contusion. It 
came from the second explosion. The 
first one had shaken him almost sense- 
less and after he was struck he walked 
an hour about the ruins. 

The body of Gunner Hittinger was 
found On the roof of shell house No. 1, 
having lieen blown through the roof of 
shell house No. 2, which was afterwards 
destroyed by fire. 

Mrs. McDougal, of the lighthouse, 
with her two daughters, was early in 
giving assistance to the wounded, bring- 
ing bandages and doing much that was 
necessary at the moment. 

Magmger, Crane, Page, Moore and 
Lewis, all of the navy, were on the 
scene, but there was not much for them 
to do. Almost the entire crew of the 
Boston, to which ship the dead and 
wounded belonged, worked hard in the 
ruins under the direction of Lieutenants 
Blase, Robinson and Hughes. 

A visit to the naval hospital found Dr. 
Lewis at work on three men whose lives 
are despaired of. One was a German 
and his cries of pain were frightful. 
The doctor had just taken a piece of 
wood six inches long and an inch thick 
out Of his right side. 

One of the apprentices was blown into 
the water and when taken on the beach 
pitifully asked of the surgeons: "Do you 
think we wdl get over this?" and then 
he requested to be laid down. He will 
never again get up. His companion's 
condition is equally as bad. 

Hittinger was appointed from Penn- 
sylvania, Oct. 28, 1890, and detailed to 
the Boston on Feb. 2, 1891. 



Destruction by Flood in Cuba. 

Matanzas, Cuba, June 14.— The flood 
in this region is rapidly subsiding, and 
the damage done is now everywhere ap- 
parent. The furniture of some S25 
flooded dwellings has been either carried 
away by the waters or ruined, crops 
have been destroyed and about 450 head 
of cattle have been drowned. The 
market place is partially ruined, and it is 
stated that over 800,000 bags of sugar, 
which were stored in the warehouses of 
ttalindes, Bea, Castaner and others, 
have been lost.

Representatives of Organized Labor

Baltimore, June 11.— There was con 
siderable comment to-day among the 
labor men here, and especially of mem- 
bers of the Typographical Union, with 
reference to the nomination of Whitelaw 
Reid for the Vice Presidency on the Re- 
publican ticket.

CMEGIE CUTS WAGES. 



Redaction in the Scale Submitted 
to the Association of Iron 
Workers. 

Pittsburg, Perm., June 12.— The Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers lias received from the Carnegie 
Steel Company, Limited, of Homestead, 
the firm's scale for work in the ensuing 
year. In the open hearth furnaces the 
firm calls for a reduction of 19 per cent, 
from the present rate, and in the armor 
plate department 20 per cent, off the old 
basis. 

In the plate mill the minimum is re- 
duced from $25 to $22, and in the milj 
there is also a general reduction of 25 to 
50 per cent. It is thought that there 
will be no change in the price for pud- 
dling. The rate is now $5.50 per ton, 
and there is little support to a movement 
to advance it to $(>.5<>.

Druggists' License. 

The Pharmaceutical State Association is 
making an effort to have removed the 
requirement for license for druggists. 
The anirual license is fixed by the bill 
now pending in the Legislature at $75. 
The druggists claim this is an injustice 
because the liquors sold by them are 
official and just as much as medicine. 
They are included in the pharmaccepeia 
and prescribed as often, almost, as any 
other medicine. They say that many 
druggists sell liquor for other than medi- 
cal purposes, but propose to avoid this 
by giving bond to sell only as medicine. 
They also , oppose the necessity imposed 
of havirrg doctors' prescriptions. They 
claim that the prescription can be ob- 
tained without difficulty by anybody 
wanting a drink, and that the reputable 
druggist is well qualified to judge whether 
the liquor is wanted for medical purposes 
or not as any physician, and being re- 
sponsible on his bond will be more care-

A Legislator Wants it Abolished-An- 
other Veto-Tlie Redisrict- 
ing Wrangle. 

In the House at Frankfort yesterday 
Representative Pettit offered a resolution 
applying the knife to the Insurance Com- 
missioner. He recites that insurance 
rates are higher in this State than in any 
adjoining State; that the insurance de- 
partment has not protected insurance 
policy holders, and unless the insurance 
committee can find some reason why the 
bureau should be continued, the resolu- 
tion directs them to brin>{ in an act abol- 
ishing it. 

A resolution was offered authorizing 
the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund 
to investigate the feasibility of converting 
the upper part of the penitentiary chapel 
into sleeping rooms for trusties and crip- 
ples, for the relief of the overcrowded 
cells. Mr. Quigley stated that many of 
the small cells were occupied by two con- 
victs and they slowly sweat to death. 

Mr. Quigley also offered a joint resolu- 
tion directing the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund to employ an architect to 
draw plans of cost of construction of a 
building within the walls of the peniten- 
tiary at Frankfort to contain not less 
than 100 nor more than 400 cells for con- 
victs. 

The Revisory Commissioner's chapter 
on Fugitives from Justice was passed. 

Mr. Bashaw's joint resolution to with- 
draw the $15,000 appropriation to the 
Lexington Centennial brought up a dis- 
cussion. It was claimed that as the 
money was appropriated by bill, 
it could only be withdrawn by bill, and 
not by resolution. It being a part of the 
World's Fair appropriation friends of that 
measure wanted it retained for its benefit. 
The resolution was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary. 

Governor Brown sent in a veto to Mr. 
Sims' bill, authorizing County Courts to 
issue bonds for repair and construction of 
court houses and jails. The veto was 
sustained. The reason assigned for it 
was the same given in a veto last week, 
namely : That it did not conform to the 
provisions of the new Constitution in re- 
gard to the protection of blind and illiter- 
ate voters. 

In the Senate the Equalization Board 
bill was dropped into the orders of the 
day by failure of a quorum voting on it. 

Senator Wortham introduced a bill di- 
viding the State into twenty-five judicial 
districts. This bill places Mason County 
in the Twentieth district, along with 
Fleming, Bath, Lewis and Greenup. It 
places Bracken, Robertson, Nicholas, 
Pendleton and Harrison in the Nine- 
teenth.

New Orlkakr, June 14.— The rivn 
y««t«r<lay roach nd the hijrhrsvt point 
known here for the p»«t forty-five fWl 
and in consequence }Iew Orleans is to 
*«y. litenilly apeakmjr, an WmmI 
Orwdfiw above, crevafses be! w, th» 
raging river in front and the rapidly 
rising Lak* Pontchartraiu in, the rem 
has hemmed the city in and traffic on 
three roads haa been suspended. 

Sunday night at midnight the jruafrt 
read eighteen feet al>ove high total 
mark. People who knew well what tin 
rise meant, hoped that by morning then 
would be a decline, but when daybreak 
came and the guuge waa scanned, old- 
timers were ttaggttrad when they raad 
eighteen an<l two-tenths. 

At 6 o'clock the firat break was re- 
ported. It hap]iened at Belmont placo, 
about twenty miles above the city, on 
the Mississippi Valley road; seventy-five 
feet of the levee gave way at 08a clip, 
and the water within an hour'a time, 
had dug a channel twelve feet deep. 
The Valley tracks were ouickly under 
two feet of water and all traffic was 
stopped. 

Following closely on the reports from 
Belmont came tlx? news of three breaks 
eleven miles below the citv, all within 
one mile of each other. The first break 
occurred at Stoney's, near where a 
crevasse occurred a month ago but now 
closed. It started at a fifty-foot rate, 
but widened so rapidly that by noon it 
was one hundred feet wide and ten feet 
deep and still breaking. The second 
break was at Villere plantation, a half 
mile away. Fifty feet was its width. 
Two hours afterward the levee gave 
way. The third break is at the Merrick 
place, a mile below Villere. It is only 
twenty feet wide, and hopes are enter- 
tained of closing it. 

The three crevasses have tied up the 
Southern railway which runs from this 
city to the gulf. , 

Hardly had the engineers recovered 
from this disastrous news when a tele- 
phone rnessige was received from Wag- 
gaman, thirteen miles up on the othei 
side of the the river, stating that the en- 
tire levee at that point, several hundred 
yards in length, had toppled into the 
rushing waters. The Texas and Pacific 
tracks are just behind the levee, and the 
Bwish of the water washed the tracks np 
for a considerable distance. The Texas 
and Pacific people have shut down on 
traffic. 

The last break to occur was at th* 
Surpy Prospect plantation, on the Val- 
ley road a few miles below Belmont. It 
is twenty-five feet deep and five feet 
wide, and will assist in widening tut 
Belmont break and also worry the Val- 
ley officials. 

All of these crevasses following sc 
closely on each other has occasioned con- 
siderable a'arai throughout the city. 
The levees that protect New Orleans art 
good and strong so far, but the greatest 
anxiety is being felt on account of the 
June rise that is on the way down. 

Mimiouri Iliver Booming. 

Kansas City. June 14.— The Missouri 
river is booming here and reports from 
up the river aay that a big flood is now 
coming down from the upper country, 
caused by heavy rains and cloudbursts 
in the last few days. The present high 
water here is from the June rate, and it 
on top of this comes fl<jods from such 
sources as indicated, there is every 
reason to fear grave danger to the low
